COMING TO HELP. 


Thinks Pal of Etta McLean in 
“Walsh Evidence Plot“ 
Innocent and Will 
Try to Free Him. 


GIRL PRISONER IS CHEERY 


Loves the Sladek Baby, Thinks 
Jail Characters Interesting, 
and Means to Write 
a Book. 


Unwilling to believe her husband, under 
arrest here, is guilty of plotting with Miss 
Etta M. McLean to steal government infor- 
mation relating to the John R. Walsh bank 
case, Mrs. Alexander B. Gordee of 181 Wa- 
verly avemue, Revere, Mass., is ready to 
leave for the west to aid him. 

She denied yesterday the statement that 


, Gordee had eloped with Miss McLean. She 


insisted that he visited his home leas than 
two months ago end at that time suggested 
taking the family to Chicago. He had al- 
ways, she said, been a good father and loving 
husband. 

His wife’s determination to visit him has 
encouraged the prisoner to believe he soon 
will be released from the county jail. He 
expects she will be able to furnish the $5,000 
surety fér his release. The fact that he had 
been living with Miss McLean following his 
departure from Boston with her apparently 
did not enter into his calculations. 

Gordee believes he will be cleared of the 
charge of conspiracy to steal records or Im- 
portant letters from the office of Mr. Sims. 
Although. the govérnment has evidence he 
approached Banker Walsh, as well as Mr. 
Walsh's attorney, John 8. Milter, with a 
enn to disposing of information Mies Mo- 

Lean had been able to secure, Gordee’s plea 
will be that neither Mr. Walsh nor Mr. Miller 
could be interested. 


Girl Is Cheerful. 

Miss McLean, like Gordee, was in cheerful 
humor. She learned from some mysterious 
source that she was to be released shortly— 
perhaps today—onm her own recognizance. No 
such encouragement was held out last by 
District Attorney Sims, however. 

Despite Gordee’s assertion that he went to 
no one but Mr. Miller and Mr. Walsh, both 
of whom turned him down, as has been as- 
serted, the secret service operatives have 
evidence that he interviewed three others 
with the same object of selling information 
and in time expect to be able to prove he is 
less innocent than he claims. 

IT feel quite cheerful today,’ Miss McLean 
said in the afternoon. “If I could concen- 
trate my mind upon it, I believe I could 
write an interesting story of my experiences 
in the jail. -It is not such a bad place, except 
for the disgrace. I have had some experience 
as a magazine writer and the old instinct for 
copy is strong.“ 

She described religious services for the pris- 
oners she had just attended and went on: 

“In the woman's department there are 
many interesting persons. I have read about 
them in the newspapers and to talk with 
them is quite an experience. I have had a 
long chat with Mrs. Romadka. She is rather 
discouraged and says my case is much less 
serious than hers. ‘I expect I'll be sent to 
prison for life,’ she said.“ 


Sees “Cute Sladek Baby.“ 

“Then I met Mrs. Sladek,“ the young ste- 
nographer continued, “and. O, you should 
have seen that cute baby. It's a good baby, 
though it cries sometimes, and then all the 
women prisoners are sympathetic. I don't 
know how many of the women prisoners there 
are, but the place is full, and they all are 
kind and sisterly to one another—quite sur- 
prising, isn’t it? I suppose they are in jail, 
just as Iam, from force of circumstances, I 
met Miss Rosa Hayes, ‘the woman Raffles’ 
she was called, a sweet, pretty young woman 
who is accused of stealing diamonds from 
Hyde Park residences. There are many 
interesting stories in the jail.” 

But none more interesting than yours,”’ 
was suggested. 

Her face clouded as she spoke of her father 
and mother in Boston. 

That was during Gordee’s examination on 
the charge of perjury growing out of an 
insurance case. He had been indicted by a 


+ grand jury, but after two trials was found 


not guilty. 

On April 17, 1905, he was again indicted 
on nine counts, charged with defrauding 
Julius Rottenberg in an insurance deal, but 
this time also was acquitted. 


Calls on Gordee’s Wife. 

“So I went to Revere,“ the girl continued, 
and called on Mrs. Gordee. It was nota 
pleasant experience, but I wanted to be cer- 
tainmthey were married. He said they were not. 
I found her Hving in a fine residence and she 
had four children. I don’t believe she will 
come to Chicago. She told me she would 
secure a divorce from Gordee and that I could 
marry him, but she must have changed her 
mind. No, I am not his affinity. I don’t like 
the word, 

„There has been a great deal said about Mr. 
Gordee’s high living. We never spent much 
money. Never more than 51.50 for our din- 
ner at acafé. That isn’t extravagant, is it? 
And I don't suppose we have gone to the 
theater more than half a dozen times since 
we have been in Chicago. Yes, it is true we 
went out driving a good deal, but never for 
more than an hour at a time, and I don't sup- 
pose the bill ever was more than $2. 


Says Gordee Worked. 

The secret service men say Gordee had no 
visible occupation. I know he did work 
along perfectly legitimate lines, work that 
took him to Washington, Buffalo, and other 
eastern cities, but I don't care to say what 
that occupation was. He sent his wife 
money, too. 

“If Mr. Gordee ever was employed to se- 
cure secrets through me relating to the Walsh 
case, he never told me of it, and that's the 
truth. He wouldn't discuss his business with 
me and resented questions about it. If he is 
all the detectives say about him he’s a bad 
man, but I don’t believe he ever sold any 
office secrets he secured through me. 


Curiosity Arouses Suspicion. 

It developed Miss MeLean first was sus- 
pected in consequence of the numerous ques- 
tions she asked concerning the Walsh case of 
Assistant District Attorney Fletcher Dobyns 
and others of the office. She inquired several 
times whether Assistant Cashier McLean of 
the Walsh bank had been heard from.

WEDDING RING IS TORN OFF 


Mrs. William Netainuck Subject- 
ed to Violence by Robbers. 


RESISTANCE MADE IS VAIN.

Threatened with Death, Vietim Swoons 
and the Thieves Escape. 


Disregarding a wife’s frantic protests and 
resistance, two youthful robbers, when they 
failed to find the plunder they expected, tore 
from the woman’s finger the wedding ring 
she refused to hand over to them. As they 
fied, their victim, seeing the prized posses- 
sion lost, fainted and was unable for some 
time to notify the police. 

Mrs. William Netainuck was alone in her 
residence at 458 East Ravenswood Park last 
night when she heard a knock at the rear 
door. On opening the door she was con- 
fronted by two young men wearing handker- 
chiefs over the lower part of their faces and 
both pointing their revolvers at her head. 
The men stepped into the kitchen and forced 
Mra. Netainuck to enter her bedroom, where 
they took her purse, containing $7, and then 
pulled her wedding ring from her finger. 


Victim Falls in a Swoon. 

As the men left the bedroom, unable to 
longer stand the strain she had undergone 
while they stood before her with revolvers 
leveled at her head, Mrs. Netainuck fainted. 
She revived several minutes later and then 
notified the police of the North Robey street 
etation. . 

When Lieut. John Dammon and several 
detectives reached the house they found Mrs. 
Netainuck hysterical. She told the police 
that both the robbers were young men, 
scarcely over 20 years old. She said they 
threatened to shoot her if she made an out- 
cry when she firet opened the door, and after 
they had entered the kitchen they continually 
reminded her that she would be killed if she 
attempted to summon assistance. 

The robbers, according to Mrs. Netainuck. 
took her puree from a dresser and then, while 
one of them held a revolver against her fore- 
head, the other searched the rooms for valu- 
ables. Failing to find anything of value in 
the hasty search made, the robbers then for 
the first time saw the wedding ring on her 
finger. 
Plea for Sentiment Ignored. 

When one of the robbers asked Mrs 
Netainuck to pull off the ring she begged 
them not to take it, telling them of the senti- 
ment attached to it. 

One of the men at first appeared to hesi- 
tate, but his companion, with an oath, com- 
manded the frightened woman to pull off 
the ring. 

“Pull that ring off quick,” he said. “ We 
are desperate men and can’t waste time 
arguing with you about your wedding pres- 
ent.“ 

Mrs. Netainuck still hesitated and the ring 
was then pulled violently from her finger. 
She was greatly agitated while telling the 
police of her thrilling experience and for a 
time was able to speak only in disconnected 
sentences. 

The police, after listening to her story. 
searched the neighborhood and took two 
men into custody, but they proved they were 
not robbers and the police released them.

New York Financiers Discuss 
Needs of Solvent In- 
stitutions. 


CLOSED DOORS TO REOPEN. 


Depositors of Hamilton Satisfied 
Money Is Safe and Agree 
to Settlement. 


New York, Nov. 8.—(Special.]—Financiers 
spent the greater part of tnis evening 
in a long series of conferences at which 
were discussed the needs of the Trust Com- 
pany of America and other concerns on 
which runs have been made. 

The first meeting ogcurred in the library 
of J. Pierpont Morgan and was attended 
by George W. Perkins, H. C. Frick, Thom- 
as F. Ryan, George F. Baker, Charles Steele, 
E. H. Gary, chairman of the United States 
Steel corporation board; Richard Trimble, 
ite secretary; Paul Morton, and Grant B. 
Schley. 

Oakleigh Thorne, president of the Trust 
Company of America, was called into the con- 
ference early and at 8 o’clock tonight the 
directors of that concern began a four hour 
session in one of the parlors of the Waldorf- 
Astoria. 

At the same time the directors of the Lin- 
colm Trust company were discussing the 
affairs of that institution in an adjoining 
room in the hotel. 

Morgan Fully Advised. 

Mr. Morgan and his fellow financiers were 

kept in close touch with the transactions of 
the directors of the two trust companies, 
reports of their deliberations being made 
to them at frequent intervals. Just before 
the meeting at Mr. Morgan’s library ad- 
journed the entire board of directors of the 
Trust Company of America walked over 
from the hotel to the financier’s home. 
It was said another conference of finan- 
clers has been called for tomorrow, and it is 
believed that plans will then be adopted 
whereby all solvent concerns which have 
suffered as a result of the recent maney 
flurry will be given all assistance necessary. 
George W. Perkins was seen after the Mor- 
gan meeting. He declined to give out any 
statemént, but said one of the matters dis- 
cussed was the necessity of providing funds 
for moving the cotton crop of the south to the 
seaboard when drafts could be made against 
foreign buyers. This, he said, would furnish 
prompt relief in the foreign exchange market, 
turning the scales of balances against the 
bankers abroad and lowering the price of 
gold for import. 


Hamilton Bank to Reopen. 

It is expected now that the Uton bank 

will be e to open its doors within the next 
week or ten days. About 500 depositors who 
attended a meeting Saturday night at Wash- 
ington Heights learned enough to satisfy 
them that the bank was solvent. 
The new president of the bank, William R. 
Montgomery, said the bank could not open 
if the depositors would not agree to accept 
the plan as proposed by the directors—viz : 
To take 10 per cent when the bank opened, 
15 per cent in ninety days, 15 per cent in six 
months, and the balance at the end of the 
year. John P. Leo, a depositor, said tonight 
that after a careful examination of the state 
examiner’s report he and the other members 
of the committee were satisfied that the 
bank could get on its feet if its affairs were 
judiciously managed. 


State Bank Examiners Meet. 

A meeting of all the bank examiners in the 
city was held today at the home of Clark 
Williams, state superintendent of banks, 298 
Madison avenue, to discuss the local banking 
situation. Mr. Williams said tonight that 
there was no statement to be made; that he 
was merely famiilarizing himself with the 
situation. 


Cigaret Factories Closed. 
Baltimore, Md., Nov. 8.—[Special.]—Five 
hundred employés of the American Tobacco 
company’s cigaret manufacturing plants 
here have been laid off and the plants closed. 
No date for resumption of work has been 
announced. 


NO HALT IN WHOLESALE TRADE. 


Business Appears Undisturbed by De- 
velopments of Week in the Mone- 
tary Situation.

Conditions in the wholesale trade have not 
been materially altered so far by the stress 
in the monetary situation. In some lines there 
appears to have been a small decrease in new 
buying, but in departments which are nor- 
mally active at this time nothing serious 
enough to disturb previous calculations was 
suggested by the week’s developments. 

Raw materials were quoted at lower prices 
in several instances, and there was a declin- 
ing tendency noted in nearly all food prod- 
ucts. Provisions and breadstuffs were par- 
ticularly weak, both the domestic and export 
demand showing marked contraction. The 
movement of graine from the interior de- 
creased sharply. 

In general merchandise, there was little 
appreciable falling off in trade, raflroad ship- 
ments showing a volume comparing favora- 
bly with the same period a year ago. 

Sales of haliday goods have continued in 
heavy volume, buyers being present in large 
numbers. Collectiona have been fairly good, 
although naturally there was a slow tend- 
ency at some points,

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Federation Quickly Votes Down 
Resolutions of Attack. 


WIRE MEN VOTE TO “STICK.” 


Only Three Votes for Ending Strike 
Cast in the Local Union. 


By almost unanimous vote the Chicago 
Federation of Labor yesterday afternoon 
voted its confidence and that of the trades 
unions it represents in the stability of Chi- 
cago banks and their capacity to cope with 
the present financial difficulty. By the same 
vote the federation refused to become a party 
to efforts to emharrass the banks. Only two 
votes were cast in opposition. 

The expression of confidence was called 
forth by the offering of a resolution asking 
that the federation call the attention of the 
federal authorities to banks that held check- 
ing accounts with various local unions and 
declined to cash checks on the accounts. 
This was made still stronger by the offering 
of an amendment asking the federation to 
start insolvency proceedings against such 
banks and demand that they be placed in 
receivers’ hands. A hot debate followed. 


Sharp Protests by Delegates. 

“If any man has a checking account with 
a bank and can’t draw on it, let him proceed 
as an individual,” advised Delegate Thomp- 
son. Don't let him drag the matter into 
this federation and try to make the federa- 
tion a cat’s paw for individual or socialistic 


where none exists or to make the federation 
appear foolish.“ 

“If we did take any such foolish action I 
don’t see what good it would do us or how it 
would reflect credit on the federation,’ said 
Delegate Harding. The laboring classes 
have their money in the savings banks and 
they are utterly safe. Why should we cry 
panic and add to the difficulty?’ 

Other delegates defended the ‘methods 
adopted by the banks and condemned the 
resolution that attacked them. That this 
was the general sentiment was shown when 
the vote was taken.

STRIKE OF TELEGRAPHER

Debate in the New York Local Indicates

New York, Nov. 8—[Special.]—The indi- 
cations this evening were that the strike of 
the telegraphers, at least so far as this city 
is concerned and probably in other cities, will 
be ended on Wednesday. A meeting of local 
No. 16 of the Commercial Telegraphers’ 
union was held this afternoon and evening, 
at which the question of returning to work 
was debated for several hours. 

Daniel L. Russell submitted a resolution, 
the preamble of which stated that assur- 
ances had come to the leaders in an indirect 
manner that if the strike was suspended on 
Wednesday and the strikers returned to 
work, the original conditions will be re- 
stored and the strikers’ -claims will be con- 
sidered favorably. After this was debated 
for a while the resolution was laid on the 
table until Wednesday to give an opportun- 
ity of ascertaining from the companies what 
assurances they had given. Then, if the mat- 
ter is favorably considered, the strike is to 
be suspended. 

Russell said after the meeting that in- 
direct assurances had been given that every- 
thing asked for except the 15 per cent advance 
in wages would be conceded if the strike was 
called off. He talked of influential outside 
parties being at work on behalf of the strik- 


ers.

LONDON, Nov. .- Richard Beh. general 
secretary of the Amalgamated lety of 
Railway Servants, tonight announced that 
of the 88,134 votes returned in the recent 
referendum on the proposed strike 76,925 
were in favor of going out.

Legal technicalities which were designed 
for the protection of the defendants have 
been construed into obstructions of justice.“ 

He criticised the tendency of the present 
system to maintain the old custom of giving 
a jury neither meat, drink, nor candle 
until it shall have arrived at a verdict. 

Considering these old customs, I think a 
man was justified in trying to escape jury 
service, said the judge. But I will predict 
that within three years there will be hardly 
a remnant of the old jury hardships in evi- 
dence in Cook county.”

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‘Shot Down by Miner Near the 
Hesperus Shaft in Colorado. 


Coal Men Say ‘‘Self-Defense,’’ Govern- 
ment Agent Calls It Plot. 


Denver, Colo., Nov. 3.—Joszeph Walker, a 
United States secret service man, was shot 
and instantly killed today by an employé of 
the Hesperus mine, located several miles 
west of Durango, Colo. The shooting is said 
to have been done in self-defense. 

Government agents have been in the Du- 
rango country for several days gathering evi- 
dence to be used in prosecuting persons in- 
dicted for fraudulent entries on coal lands. 
This being Sunday, no work was in progress 
in the Hesperus mine, and several of the 
miners were strolling over the company prop- 
erty. On dpproaching the air shaft a man 
who was standing at the mouth of the ehaft 
ordered them to halt. The miners did not 
obey, whereupon, according to the story, 
the man fired, the bullet passing close to the 
head of one of the miners. The latter re- 
turned the fire, king the man instantly. 

Further investigation ehowed that a rope 
ladder had been let down into the mine. This 
was hauled to the surface and some time 
afterward three men, all government agents, 
appeared at the mine entrance, being unable 
to make exit any other way. 

It is stated that the Hesperus people were 
notified on Friday that on that day the mine 
would be inspected by government agents 
for the purpose of ascertaining whether or 
not the boundary lines of the company’s 
property had been reached. On going in the 
direction of the mine on that day, the story 
continues, the federal agents were followed 
and abandoned their plan until today. 


KILLS WIFE AND HIMSELF 
AS THEY PLAN SEPARATION. 
New York Contractor Fires Three Fatal 


Shots When About to Sign Agree- | 
ment with His Spouse. 


New York, Nov. 8.—On the eve of their 
planned separation William Frederick John, 
a contracting stone cutter, shot and killed 
his wife, Grace, and himself at their home 
in Brooklyn tonight. The man was 30 years 
of age and his wife 26. They had been mar- 
ried seven years. 

The Johns were well to do and their trou- 
bles, it is stated, were due to jealousy. For 
this cause they had determined to sepa- 
rate. The papers of separation were brought 
to the house today and John and his wife, 
who lived with the latter’s parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. F. E. Small, retired to their room to 
affix their signatures to the agreement. 

Soon afterward three shots were fired. 
Mrs. Small found her daughter dead with 
bullet wounds in the head and heart. John 
was bleeding from a wound in the temple.

THINKS LOVE BEST REMEDY. 


Pastor Boynton Says Family Hotels 
Break Many Marriage Ties. 


Divorce was discussed yesterday by twee 


Chicago clergymen in preludes to their ser- 


mons. Bishop Samuel Fallows, in St. Paul's 
Reformed Episcopal church. said: 

The increase in the number of divorces in 
the United States, and especially in Chicago, 
is alarming. Without enumerating in detail 
the many causes which have given rise to 
this deplorable condition of American life, 


such as hasty marriages, the marrying for 


money or social position. and the like. ona 
great reason may be emphasized—the lack of 
genuine love in one or both of the married 
couple. 

This love is not an affection which is 
merely instinctive or impulsive. It is a 
rational love that comes under the reason 
and the will. It can therefore be cultivated. 
It means the overlooking of minor faults and 
the correction of major ones. Its watchword 
It involves continual 
forgiveness and reconciliation. 

The church should iterate and reiterate 
this truth. Mere legislation against divorced 
persons will avail little if love hag fied from 
the home to prevent marital] separations. 

Revival of Old Love Cited. 

„An eminent Chicago lawyer told a client 
who had been long married and wished his 
hefp in getting a divorce: ‘No, cannot as- 
sist you to obtain it. I knéw there is not 
sufficient reason for it. My advice ts be mar- 
ried over again. Court your wife as you did 
forty years ago.’ 

The lawyer sent for the wife, who came 
to his office. The husband went out and came 
back with a diamond ring. which he placed on 
the third finger of her left hand, and gave 
her a kiss of two score years before. Six 
months later she closed his eyes in death, 
which alone ought to part those who have 
promised to love each other while life shall 
last.“ 

Sees Evil in Family Hotels. 

Among the remedies for the divorce evil 
suggested by the Rev. Melbourne P. Boynton 
of Lexington Avenue Baptist church, were 
the attaching of greater sanctity to court- 
“ship, placing of more emphasis on the home, 
more serious regard for the marriage con- 
tract, and the forbidding of subterfuges by 
persons giving their reasons for desiring di- 
vorces. 

“All married people, especially young 
couples, he said, should be encouraged to 
keep house by themselves. Family hotels are 
a frightful source of broken marriage ties. 
The woman who has no love for housework, 
to whom the duties of mother are irksome, 
ia a frightful menace to the American home 
and a disgrace to womanhood. 

“Tf some agreement could be entered into 


py all ministers of all denominatione to refuse 


to perform the marriage ceremony for per- 
sons unscripturally divorced, it would go a 
long way toward solemnizing the merriage 
contract and making the home sacred in the 


minds of our people.

Cigarets Sold to Boys. 

“ Later I will deal with matter in which 
the police are more concerned. There are 
men on this side selling’ cigarets to boys. 
Who is to blame? The principal of the Til- 
den school told me of boys who are nervous 
and excitable from smoking cigarets. The 
boys won't tell where they purchase them. 

Many people smile at Dr. Torrey for de- 
claring there is a hell. If there isn't, there 
ought to be for these fellows who damn the 
soul and body for a few cents. They are 
traitors to the city and traitors to honest 
storekeepers. 

“Then there are the unscrupulous book 
agents who haunt the people. A member of 
this church paid $1 for a set and then found 
out that it wasn’t what she wanted and of- 
fered the book back. The agent told her she 
would have to pay the full contract price. 
After I had a heated talk with the firm over 
the telephone it was willing to keep the dol- 
lar and forget about the contract. 

Flays “Installment” Dealers. 

„Another member of the church bought 
$125. worth of furniture on the installment 
plan. After $82 was paid and every one 
in the family was sick except the despised 
mother-in-law the firm wanted to take the 
stuff away. One of the lawyers of this con- 
gregation stopped that game. Another mem- 
ber borrowed $25 on hig furniture and had to 
pay $40 back. This church was not organ- 
ized to protect people in that way, but we 
do it. 

“ Then there is dirty alleged candy that is 
sold to poor schoo! children. There are slot 
machines and other gambling devices for 
little ones. Who is responsible for this? 

Insurance companies also are practicing 
trickery. There are those who rent insani- 
tary basements to the poor, where the little 
ones get sick and die off. These grasping 
landlords are lowering the morality in their 
greed for gold 

The vilest kind of postal cards are being 
sold. Two of the worst and finest specimens 
were sold to a man by a 14 year old girl while 
her mother stood by. Yet these drug stores 
have their bottles labled * chemically pure.’ 
I would be afraid to purchase tooth powder 
in such a store for fear arsenic would be in 
it, or to huy catnip tea for fear I would get 
earbolic acid. 


Complains of Saloon Pictures. 

„In a saloon at Halsted and Madison 
streets there are pictures that are unfit to 
be seen. I told Inspector Revere if I were 
him I would have it down. If I had the 
courage of Carrie Nation it would be torn 
down in five minutes. 

„I wish I were talking to an audience 
of men and I could tell more things. I know 


a man who was stopped seven times in fif- 


teen minutes near this church by women. 
The police ask me where are we going to 
put these women? I tell you the segregation 
of vice is one of the most horrible doctrines 
ever promulgated.

Purity Leaguer Calls Red Light 
Trips Dangerous and Useless. 


“SHOOT TO SAVE GOOD NAME“ 


Minister Declares Girls Should Kill 
Men Who Peril Them. 


Battle Creek, Mich., Nov. 3.—[Spectal. ]— 
The habit of some ministers of touring the 
“red light” districts to gain material for 
sermons. was given hard jolts by the Rev. 
S. B. Shaw of Chicago today. 

Mr. Shaw. addressing the National Purity 
league, declared the tours were not on! 
necessary to prove that the evils exist but 
dangerous to the experimenters. 

The second sensation was given to the dele- 
gates when the Rev. Joseph MacCarthy of 
Kalamazoo, Mich., declared girls had a right 
to shoot, and shoot to kill, if their purity was 
at stake. P 

Comstock Tells of Fight. 

Cosmopolitanism characterized today’s ses- 
sion of the congress, England, Greece, and 
even the Fiji islands heing represented, 
while, with radical Mrs. Carrie Nation and 
conservative Anthony Comstock, the collec- 
tion of American talent could scarcely have 
been more diversified. 

Anthony Comstock was the principal 
speaker at the night session and, in his ad- 
dress, reviewed his long fight against vice, 
and particularly the mailing of indecent and 
obscene books and pictures. He told of 
numerous attacks on his life, which had been 
— he said, as a result of his purity cru- 
sade 

Mr. Comstock . the late 
Robert Ingersoll for his support of the move- 
ment to secure the repeal by congress of the 
so-called Comstock laws, and his criticism 
brought a sharp defense of Mr. Ingersoll 
from the Rev. Caroline Bartlett Crane, a 
widely known Unitarian minister of Kalama- 
zoo, Mich.

New York, Nov. 3.—{Special.]—In his ser- 
mon today the Rev. Charles H. Parkhurst 
rebuked the Christian churches for racial 
and class prejudice which interfere with real 
Christian effort. He had been speaking of 
the south and criticising that section because 
there it was a cage of skin against soul, 
and of pigment depriving a man of an heir- 
ship from heaven.“ 

“Such prejudice,” continued Dr. Park- 
hurst, is just as great in the north as ever it 
was in Richmond, Va.; though hereit is more 
of a class than a race prejudice. This feel- 
ing is well illustrated by the story of a 
wealthy young woman of whom I knew, who 
came to her pastor and expressed a desire 
to engage in mission work. A place was found 
for her, but after a short experience she 
came again to, her pastor and said she would 
have to give up the work. It's so embar- 
rassing,’ she explained, ‘to find my pupils 
behind the counters where I shop, where, of 
course, I cannot recognize them. 

“You may think this is an extreme case,” 
continued the speaker, but I know a pastor 
of a Fifth avenue church who issued a cal! 
for mission workers, and who carefully ex- 
plained to all who volunteered for the work 
‘that it did not involve any social recogni- 
tion.’ 

„With the members of the church exhibit- 
ing such an attitude toward those we com- 
monly call the masses, it is small wonder 
the masses take 80 little interest in the 
church.”

Juvenile Minds Regaled with 
Stories of Dandelion’s Home 
and Mamma. 


New types of nature fakers have been 
found by Mrs. Porter Lander MacClintock of 
the University of Chicago faculty. They 
are school teachers, who err grossly, she be- 
lieves, in their talks to children, by giving 
personality and human emotions to plants 
and flowers. The object. of course, is to 
make the lesson more attractive and im- 
press it more vividly on the childish» mind. 
The difficulty, as Mrs. MacClintock sees it, 
is that the impression conveyed is altogether 


, misleading. 


Takes Teachers to Task. 


Mrs. MacClintock, who is the wife of Dean 
W. D. MacClintock, takes the teachers to 
task, especially for the extremely popular 
Story of the Dandelion Seed.“ Writing 
her views in her new book, Literature in 
the Elementary School,” issued today from 
the University of Chicago gress, she says 


in part: 


Now. there undoubtedly is a story of the 
Incident follows incident, 
stage follows stage, from bloom to bloom 


' again—every step beautiful and interesting in 


itself, and to be completely trusted to make 
its own appeal, just displayed for itself. 


But some people doubt this. They have lost, 
or have never acquired, that faith in nature 


and her processes which trusts to this ap- 
and then they long—and this is quite 
natural—to enlist in aid of their fact studies 
the charm and the emotion that lie in liter- 


ature. 


Make Seed Almost Human. 

“Bo they endow little Dandelion Seed 
with a papa and a mamma, with a cradle, 
with a vocabulary, with a system of morals 
(there are even naughty Dandelion Seeds) 
and with many feelings. They tell about his 
home. his infancy, his training, his depart- 
ure, his settling in a new home—aii the while 
with the intention of teaching children facts, 
but all the while covering them up under 
a trivial and unnecessary myth. 

„ In the end the product is scorned by 
science for its overlay of misleading detail 
and rejected by art for the obnoxious intru- 
sion of workaday and professional fact. 
Now, let him who will believe that such sto- 
ries and verees are a legitimate way of con- 
veying or of illuminating scientific fact; but 
let him not suppose that they are literature.” 


Tales of Adventure Doubtful. 


Mrs. MacClintock warns against stories of 
adventures for children and asserts that the 
tales of Henty and Alger should never be 
read by juvenile readers. In writing on sto- 
ries of adventure she says: 

“Every parent and teacher recognizes the 
danger which lies in the children having too 
much even of good stories of adventure. And 
this sort of story is the peculiar field of the 
cheap story teller, in whose work the weak- 
nesses and dangers of the epecies especially 
abound. 

“ Since the output of such stories is enor- 
mous, and since the children’s access to them 
in communities where they can buy books 
or have the use of a public library is prac- 
tically unlimited, all teachers and parents 

should know the marke of the undesirable 
story * 2 and be able to guard 
against it. 

Iliad Bad, Odyssey O. K. 

Mrs. MacClintock believed also that the 
„ Iliad is not good reading for grade chil- 
dren, but holds the Odyssey to be excel- 
lent. She also recommends stories of Robin 
Hood and Robinson Crusoe, Sir Walter 
Scott's works, and some of Cooper's. She 
thinks the Swiss Family Robinson is 
trash and holds generally that romantic and 
fanciful stories are better for children than 
realistic stories.

night at City Council Meeting. 
FINAL VOTE MAY BE TAKEN. 


Opponents, However, Will Insist on 
Its Further Consideration. 


— 

The Chicago Telephone ordinance ip ex- 
pected to be the main thing discussed in the 
city council meeting this evening. Whether 
ite fate will be decided is a question, the 
better opinion seeming to be thht after a 
few preliminary skirmishes a special coun- 
cil meeting will be fixed for its ultimate dis- 
posal. It is possible, however, that it will 
be rushed to passage without delay. 

The set program is to call up the Foell 
resolution, which was drawn on the lines of 
the City club's action. This resolution de- 
mands thet action on the ordinance be post- 
poned until experts have made a thorough 
investigation as to the ability of the IIIi- 
noise Tunnel company to handle the tele- 
phone. business of the city. The tunnel com- 
pany already has a telephone franchise 
which makes the prices lower than those 
offered by the Chicago Telephone company. 

If this resolution is pressed it will give 
à pretty good line on the way the aldermen 
stand as to the Chicago Telephone company s 
ordinance. It is opposed by the promoters 
of the ordinance and its passage by the 
council would mean indefinite delay for the 
telephone company. The vote on it will not 
be an absolute test, but the nearest which 
has been hadgyet. 


Passage Tonight Is Possible. 

With the Foell resolution defeated the only 
thing left to do would be to put the tele- 
Phone ordinance on its passage were it not 
for the Foreman resolution that it be gon- 
sidered in committee of the whole. The 
council, however, could resolve itself at once 
into committee of the whole. If it does not 
a special meeting probably will be held some 
time this week. 

“Iam indifferent whether the council con- 
siders the ordinance in committee of the 
whole or not,” said Chairman Young of the 
committee which has the measure in charge. 
“The statement has been made that the 
Plan is to go over it first in committee of the 
whole and then do the same thing in regular 
couficil meeting, so I do not see where the 
committee of the whole will effect anything. 
But if the aldermen want a committee of the 
whole I will not take any sides in the matter. 
It would naturally appear, however, a com- 
mittee of the whole would mean a special 
meeting to take up the ordinance.“ 

If there is time Ald Dunne for the Ucense 
committee expects to call up the taximeter 
ordinance and ask its passage. 

Protest by Union Labor. 

The telephone ordinance was condemned at 
the meeting of the Chicago Federation of 
Labor and a resolution voicing the protest 
will be sent to the mayor and council today. 
The summary dismissal of all suggestions 
and amendments offered by the federation 
fér the improvement in the working condi- 
tions of the company’s operators was re- 
sented, as also was the proposition to grant 
a new franchise which calls for higher 
rates than are charged now. 

An ordinance to be presented to the coun- 
cil to compel the elevated roads to refund 
fares in cases of delays of more than ten 
minutes was referred back to the legislative 
committee of the federation with the recom- 
mendation that the clause be changed to 
have the roads issue universal delay checks 
which should be accepted by the surface 
lines. A clause calling upon the roads ta 
double the number of platform guards at 
loop stations was incorporated in the pro- 
posed ordinance. 

Mayor Busse was undecided whether he 
would send in the name of Walter Raymer 
as track elevation and William H. Coleman 
as purchasing agent to succeed Mr. Raymer 
or not. It largely depends on whether the 
Seventh ward organization can settle its 
troubles over the Coleman appointment or 
not. The mayor hardly likes to change Mr. 
Raymer until his successor is named.

Problem for Administrator Who 
May Be Compelled to Keep 
a Gift of Suicide. 


New beni Nov. 8.—[Special, }~—Public Ad- 
ministrator William M. Hoes has disposed of 
the entire legacy left by the late Mrs. Lulu 
B. Glover, excepting the ashes of a cremated 
kitten. He has failed to get rid of this inter- 
esting relic. President Roosevelt, to whom 


apartments at 2089 Lexington avenue on 
Dec. 10, left her estate, has firmly refused 
to add the funeral urn which contains the 
ashes of the feline pet to his stock of curi- 
osities. 

ough it is not within the province of 
the public administrator to deal with the es- 
tates of those who have made wills, Mr. Hoes 
at the request of the president, took charge of 
the property left by Mrs. Glover. He said to- 
day that he had found the estate was valued 
at more than $6,000, and that within the last 
few days President Roosevelt had notified 
him that he would give the money to a 


} charitable institution, 


Doesn’t Appeal to President. 

But the urn which contains the ashes of 
one of the many cats of which Mrs. Glover 
was fond is too much like a white elephant 
to appeal to the president. He notified Mr. 
Hoes last week that he expected him as 
executor of the estate of Mrs. Glover to 
find a resting place for the ashes of the kit- 
ten. Mr. Hoes has offeréd the relic to sev- 
eral physicians. He has found that there is 
no general demand for the ashes of kittens, 
so he has taken charge of the urn himself and 
is using it as a paper weight. 

According to law the cremated kitten is the 
property of President Roosevelt and he may 
at any time he chooses claim the residuary 
ashes. This, Mr. Hoes is sure, the presi- 
dent has no intention of doing. Mr. Hoes 
says he will keep the ashes if he is unable 
to persuade anybody to accept them. 


Fruitless Search for Relatives. 

Mr. Hoes’ efforts to discover relatives oi 
Mrs. Glover have extended over a period ot 
several montha, but have been fruitless. At 
this time there is little more known about 
the woman then was known when she was 
found in her apartment after she had tried 
to kill herself. She died in the Harlem hos- 
pital, leaving a will which gave her estate to 
President Roosevelt, many photographs of 
whom were among her belongings.

Chairman Parsons estimates that the fusion 
candidates will go into office by majorities 
ranging frorm 80,000 to 40,000. 

That the campaign has been one of the 
quietest the city has ever seen is largely 
due to the fact that no state or mpnicipal 
officials will be on the ballots. The chief in- 
terest in the campaign hes centered in the 
contest for sheriff of New York county and 
the eleotion of a judge of the Court of General 
Sessions. 


“Dough” to Be Given Out Today. 

Tomorrow is ‘dough day.“ Boss Murphy 
will hand out $50,000 to 678,000 in dough ”’ 
to the faithful at Tammany hall. Chairman 
Parsons of the republican committee will 
have less than $5,000 to distribute among 
his leaders in Manhattan and the Bronx. 
Many of the candidates for Municipal] court 
justices on the Independence league ticket 
will spend, it is ‘estimated, between $25,000 
and $30,000. 

The republican district leaders, who met 
at their county headquarters Saturday, were 
told that there would be little cash available 
for distribution. According to the district 
leaders, Parsons, as soon as fusion had been 
accomplished, sent letters to prominent re- 
publicans asking for money, but there were 
few responses. He recently sent out a sec- 
ond appeal, which was equally frultiess.

William Randolph Heatst was denounced 
vigorously today at the meeting of the Cen- 
tral Federated union as a man who tried to 
pull the wool over the eyes of organized 
labor for his own aggrandizement. The 
matter did not come up under any particu- 
lar head of business, but simply slipped in

Save all the pieces of cashmere wool, serge, 
and any other soft woolen goods and cut 
them into strips three-quarters of an inch 
wide.

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To Open Glass Cans. 


Set the can into the oven. A glass can, 
while it contains fruit, no matter how hot the 
oven is, will not break. Run the point of a 
knife between the lid d the can when the 
wax is soft. Lift off the lid. Take all wax 
from the can and lid off. After the can and 
lid are washed place thém in their proper 
place ready for use when canning the next 
time. This is a much better plan than having 
a whole day to clean cans in the midst of 
the fruit season. Save all the old wax, as 
it is much better than the new cement for 
lass and china.

Stop Nose Bleeding. 


The nose bleeds either from injury or con- 
gestion. One remedy which is successful in 
many cases is to hold the arms high above 
the head until the bleeding stops. If this does 
not stop the bleeding, hold a piece of ice or 
a cloth dipped in cold water and wrung out 
tight, between the shoulder blades and the 
back of the neck. Frequent bleeding of the 
nose is a sign of anemia and the child thus 
afflicted should be placed under a doctor’s 
care at once.

Use Bran in Water. 


To wash pongee, silk, dimities so they will 
look like new, launder in the following man- 
ner: For just one waist put a pint of bran 
in a white muslin bag and pour as much 
bojling water over the bag as you will need 
to wash the waist. When the water is cool 
enough to put the hands in squeeze the bag 
several times. Add a teaspoonful of borax 
to the water and wash the waist in it. Rinse 
and when dry iron on the wrong side. Do 
not starch, as the bran stiffens the material 
sufficiently.

General ‘Liquidation ‘Overcomes 
Supporting Power. |

LIGHT TRADE IN THE-PITS. 


Scarcity of Money Curtails Speculation; 
Sentiment Not Disturbed. 


+ 
Steady and persistent liquidating by De- 
cember longs and a general falling off in 
speculative activity stood boldly forth as 
Satan of last week's operations in the 
wheat market. Although the sentiment of 
traders was not much disturbed by the un- 
favorable financial situation, the scarcity of 
funds for immediate use hampered specula- 
tion greatly and served to hold down busi- 
hess in the cash grain ets. 
in the course of the week did values reach 
up to the close of the preceding week. The 
‘finals showed net declines of 5%c for De- 
cember, Hue for May, and 5c for July. 
The inadequacy of banking facilities at 
times held general pit business at a stand- 
still and materially increased difficulties in 
handling the cash grain. The fore part of 
the week witnessed good buying for export, 
foreigners taking advantage ot the unfavor- 
able conditions confronting American hold- 
ers. In the latter days, however, the de- 
mand from abroad lost much of its color. 
Foreign markets were inclined to work 
lower, ugh Liverpool, seemingly primed 
to surpr the trade on this side of the 
water, at times performed contrarily to ex- 
pectationa. 


Foreign Crop News Mixed. 


Foreign crop news was mixed. Early in 
the week advices indicated that the Argentine 
crop, which is expected to play such an im- 
portant part in future developments, had suf- 
fered severe injury from hailstorms, but mes- 
sages later were more optimistic, some of 
them indicating that the grain was doing 
“ magnificently.”” Russia and Australia re- 
ported rains, but the falls in the latter coun- 
try did Mttle more than whet the appetite for 
a more generous dispensation. Thesituation 
in parts of India is said to be ajarming, cables 
received Saturday being to the effect that 
unless relief soon was forthcoming the coun- 
try would find itself in the throes of a famine. 
The week brought forth bullish advices on 
the conditions in Hungary, Roumania, and 
other European countries. 

The statement on the world’s wheat sup- 
plies is given marked bullish constructfon by 
many in the trade, and those who point out 
the salient features declare that eventually 
the bullishness of them must have direct and 
prqnounced effect on the markets. 


Traders Awaiting Developments. 


Until the money situation veers around to 
normal again it is not expected that business 
in the pits will show much more life than 
they have been showing. There are many 
who believe that the market should react for 
the better after such a big decline, but they 
do not look for much improvement until the 
general trade broadens. The Peculiar finan- 
tal situation has been felt in all departments 
of the grain trade, although no one feels that 


‘conditions can result in much more than 


temporary inconvenience. 

The backbone of the nation, said a patri- 
arch of the grain trade, never was as strong 
as it is at this time. Although crops will 
be under the abnormally large outturns of 
last year, the value of the graing is fully 
$400,000,000 greater than that of the 1906 
yields. The farmer is unprecedentedly pros- 
perous, and he doesn't have to sell at fle- 
titiously low prices. He can afford to hold 
until he gets his price, and he is going to get 
his price eventually.” 


Money Situation Felt in Corn. 


Corn prices suffered early in the week from 
conditions which had a depressing effect on 
the wheat market—inadequate financial fa- 
cilities for immediate use, general selling of 
long grain by holders of both large and small 
caliber, and snappy hammering by 
shorts who saw their opportunity to take ad- 
vantage of the unpropitious situation. The 
shipping business was materially restricted 
by the lack of available funds. The move- 
ment from the farms also was held down to 
small proportions by the same influences. 
While admitting that conditions at present do 
not warrant much of a move upward, bulls n 
the market appear to be not one whit less 
confident of their stand. They maintain that 
the big shortage in this year’s yield and the 
naturally increasing consumptive demand 
must eventually serve as a powerful tonic to 
prices. Late in the week the trade was 
stirred by reports of dissappointing 
husking returns, many important sectious 
sending word that both quality and quantity 
were much under pectations. The fina) 
quotations of the week showed %c higher for 
December, %c lower for May, and unchanged 
for July, compared to those of the preceding 
period. 


Oats Suffer a Setback. 


While general business in the oats market 
was at low ebb the greater part of the week, 
offerings, as a rule, were too voluminous for 
the digestive organs of the supporters. 
Money scarcity had the same effect on opera- 
tions as it had in the more important cereals. 
Cash business was held down, the east doing 
little at the tables, notwithstanding that 
that section is believed to be in urgent need 
of much grain. Bulls, while resting on their 
oars pending a change in conditions, adhere 
strictly to their former belief that the short 
crop and the general scarcity of old crop 
grain must work for a higher level. Stocks 
of contract oats in all directions are low, and 
the mevement from the country is barely 
large ough to care for current local re- 
quirements, Early in the week prices were 
shoved to a pronounced decline, but subse- 
quent sessions marked a firming tendency, 
although the market was unable to over- 
come the full distance lost. Closing prices 
were at declines of 2%c for December, 1%c 
for May, and %c for July, compared to the 
final figures of the previous week. 


Provision List Is Weaker. 


Liquidation by scattered longs and a gen- 
eral drying up of speculative support com- 
bined with the weakness in the grain list 
to send provisions to a lower level. The 
financial difficulties have had the effect to 
embarrass shippers, but the general cash 
demand has kept up satisfactorily. Last 
week's shipments of meats and lard hence 
compared most favorably with those of the 
corresponding period in 1906. The western 
movement of hogs last week was light, and 
men close to the situation do not look for 
much improvement in the near future Stocks 
of the principal commodities in all directions 
are light. Traders believe that the list is 
destined to reach considerably higher, al- 
though they do not look for much in the way 
of price change under existing conditions.
